LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


state Alcoholic Beverage Con* 
trol Board approved regulations 
Monday which would permit li- 
censed, private, nonprofit clubs 
in wet counties to serve mixed 
drinks to members, 


Harrel Hughes, director of the 


ABC, and each member of the 
board denied that the board was 
taking It upon itself to legalize 
the sale of mixed drinks in Ar- 
kansas. 


Hughes said an opinion hand* 


ed down Feb. 28 by Atty, Gen, 
Joe Purcell had been used as 
the authority to draft the regu- 
lations, 


The opinion said the depart- 


ment had been given "broad 
regulatory 
and 
rule-making 


powers." The opinion also said 
the department could issue six 
permits, one of which was a 
hotel, restaurant and club per- 
mit Which was not defined by 
statute. 


Purcell said in an opinion 


handed down in March that 
mixed drinks could not legally 
be dispensed in private clubs in 
Arkansas. The ABC raided the 
plush Top of the Rock in Little 
Rock following Purcell's opinion 
and confiscated 26 bottles of 
liquor. 


Hughes said there were no 


plans to ask Purcell's opinion 
on the regulations approved by 
the ABC. 


The regulations for the club 


permit were released at a late 
afternoon 
news 
conference 


along with a list of 18 private 
clubs which had already sub- 
mitted applications for the per- 
mit. 


Hughes said the regulations 


provide for the dispensing of a 
mixed drink and not the sale 
but the fifth of the nine pro- 
visions says the serving of 
drinks "having an alcoholic con- 
tent in excess of 3.2 per cent 
by weight" calls for an "appro- 
priate charge therefor." 


Hughes said one of the "com- 


pelling" reasons for the action 
was the fact that the "board's 
recent action in enforcing exist- 
ing laws and regulations against 
private clubs has caused a num- 
ber of cases of severe hardship 
and unemployment." 
„_ He denied that GqvvWinthrop 
Rockefeller was aware* of the 
Card's"'action and also denied 
that pressure from prominent 
club members and the Arkan- 
sas Private Club Managers As- 
socation had forced the approv- 
al of the regulations. 


"I believe it important to 


keep in mind that although this 
is a departure from past prac- 
tice, the attorneys appear to be 
almost 
unanimous 
in their 


agreement that the board has 
this authority," Hughes said. 
"With this in mind, the board 
feels that it must, in the public 
interest, take this action."

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (AP) 


— There may be a positive link 
between infectious mononucleo- 
sis, widely known as the kissing 
disease, and a malignant tumor 
which is quite common in Africa 
but rare in the United States. 


That was the report today by 


Dr, Julius S, Horoszewlcz of 
Roswell Park Memorial Insti- 
tute in Buffalo, N,Y. 


If the link, a virus, Is estab- 


lished definitely, it will be the 
first time that a virus lias been 
indicted as a cause of cancer- 
type disease In humans. 


The virus has already been 


shown by other researchers to 
be associated with infectious 
mononucleosls, usually not a se- 
vere disease that causes fever, 
chills, 
general 
bad 
feeling 


fatigue and sometimes head- 
ache and chest pain. 


Researchers have shown that 


the virus reacts with protective 
antibodies from 
humans- who 


have already had the kissing 
disease, the Roswell Park re- 
port said. The reaction is the 
same as an infecting virus 
would produce in a vaccinated 
person, indirect evidence that 
the virus causes infectious mon- 
onucleosis.

Robert F. Kennedy of 
New York, Eugene J. McCarthy 
of Minnesota and Vice President 
Hubert H. Humphrey, the latter 
still undeclared. 


Instead, the governors agreed 


to wait and watch. Even that 
wasn't unanimous. 


Gov. John Bell Williams of 


Mississippi • abstained from the 
decision and Gov. Lester Mad- 
dox of Georgia wasn't present 
when it was made. 


Gov. Richard J. 
Hughes of 


New Jersey raised the question 
of an advance endorsement of 
the 1968 Democratic ticket, but 
dropped it when Southern gover- 
nors objected.

bering green sea turtle, which 
often travels 1,000 miles to the 
off-Africa island of Europa to 
lay its eggs, is awesome and in- 
teresting. And interesting too, 
are the little one-man subma- 
rines built to order for Jacques 
Cousteau and his band of sea- 
faring explorers. 


ABC put them both together 


in a special program Monday 
night. The result was the weak- 
est of the Cousteau undersea 
series to date, but it was still a 
fascinating and at times a dra- 
ma-filled hour. 


The spawning habits of this

The dra- 
ma svas supplied by the hover- 
ing and sinister frigate birds 
who picked off the unprotected 
young turtles at such a rate that 
often there is not a single survi- 
vor in an original clutch of 100 
eggs. 


The submarines were interest- 


ing additions to the Cousteau 
underwater 
equipment, 
but 


there was a rather phony drama 
built up in the series involving 
what was alleged to be their in- 
itial tryouts. The program, third 
in the series, lacked the magni- 
ficent 
and

was a superior program,

Memorial Day, Veterans Day 
and Columbus Day on Mondays 
has beon approved by the com- 
mittee. But don't pack that 
weekend bag yet. 


A favorite of the business 


community, which thinks 
it 


wo-ild make for more efficient 
work and production schedules 
and 
less 
absenteeism—and 


strongly backed by the travel 
agencies and airlines—the bill 
hasn't stirred much enthusiasm 
among the general public. 


And it has aroused surprising- 


ly strong opposition from pa* 
triotic societies and veterans or- 
ganizations with an interest in a 
specific 
holiday, and church 


groups with an interest in Sun- 
day church attendance. 


They've expressed fears that 


regular 
three - day holidays 


would lure people into unpatriot- 
ic and impious endeavors on 
those occasions. 


Such opposition pretty well 


scuttled the original Mondiy 
holiday bill before the commit- 
tee last year. When the first ses- 
sion of Congress ended, only 
Memorial Day remained in a 
bill that would have also moved 
Washington's 
birthday, 
Inde- 


pendence Day, Veterans Day 
and Thanksgiving to Monday. 


It was then that Rep. Robert 


McClory, R-I11., chief sponsor of 
the bill, discovered Christopher 
Columbus. 


For years Americans of Ital- 


ian descent have cherished the 
idea of a national holiday com- 
memorating Columbus. And for 
years Rep. Peter W. Rodino, D- 
N.J., a senior judiciary Commit- 
tee member, has introduced 
bills establishing such a holiday. 


Many states observe Oct. 12 


as Columbus Day but the bills 
for a national holiday never got 
anywhere. They served mainly

Soviet Union's second linkup of 
unmanned 
Cosmos

project languishing nearly four 
years behind schedule. 


The Air Force's manned orbit- 


ing laboratory program origi- 
nally aimed for a first launch 
late last year or early 1968 but 
that goal has slipped because of 
technical problems to mid-1971, 
officials say. 


In addition to the time lag the 


cost of MOL, as the program is 
known, has escalated from the 
originally estimated $1,5 billion 
to nearly $2.5 billion. 


The Soviets, apparently get- 


ting set to put men into space 
again, reported Monday a suc- 
cessful linkup of two unmanned 
spaceships. They were separat- 
ed again after 3 hours and 50 
minutes.

glasses? Oh, God, I can't get 
the envelope open. I'm so 
excited!' Every actor is up 
there trying to make a three- 
act play out of his one line."

Still, the duty of rescue is not 


unlimited The law will weigh the 
particular circumstances, not only 
to decide if there is Mich a duty but 
also to decide how far it extends. 


Was there enough lime to inter- 


fere before the harm was done? 
Did the person under attack seem 
able to lake care of himself? Might 
a rescue attempt have made matters 
worse?

Police Battle 
Leftists 
in Germany

F R A N K F U R T , Germany 


(AP) - 
Police battled leftist 


demonstrators in the streets 
around the Axel Springer pub- 
lishing plants in Frankfurt and 
Munich Monday night as thou- 
sands of students tried to pre- 
vent 
distribution 
of today's 


newspapers. 


More than 150 demonstrators 


were arrested as student rioting 
spread to West Germany. Thirty 
demonstrators 
were reported 


seriously injured. 


West Berlin was free of stu- 


dent ; violence Monday for the 
first time since the attempted 
assassination there last Thurs- 
day of Rudi Dutschke, 28-year- 
old .leader of; the Socialist Stu- 
dent' Federation, or SDS. But 
more than 2,000 West Berlin stu- 
dents held a nonviolent demon- 
stration under the watchful eyes 
of police with water cannon. 


Dutschke, hospitalized with 


three bullet wounds, was report- 
ed out of immediate danger. A 
house painter accused of shoot- 
ing him, 23-year-old Josef Bach- 
m.inn, was wounded by the po- 
lice who captured him a/vl was 
reported in good condition at the 
same hospital. 


Springer, the biggest newspa- 


per and magazine publisher in 
continental 
Europe, 
has long 


been a target of leftist students 
because of his conservative edi- 
torial policy. The SDS: claims at- 
tacks in the Springer papers on 
Germany's dissatisfied leftist 
students were an indirect incite- 
ment to the attack on Dutschke. 


A casualty of Monday's fight 


at the Springer plant in Munich 
was Associated Press photogra- 
pher Klaus Frlngs, He was in 
serious condition after being 
struck on the head by a stone 
during the fighting. 


Four other persons were seri- 


ously injured and more than 100 
arrested in Munich. Police said 
'they found an incendiary device 
in a courtyard of the printing 
plant, 


The battle in Frankfurt was 


joined after police moved from 
behind barbed wire barricades 
and tried to convoy about a doe- 
en delivery trucks through a 
crowd of 5,000 blockading the 
printing plant-,

LBJ Fates

reaction to political realities.

But some Congress mombers,

Laird of Wisconsin, have criti- 
cized the "business as usual" 
attitude that sees Congress tak- 
ing its regularEaster recess. 


Actually, the House is taking 


much more of a holiday than 
the Senate, which returns 
to 


work Wednesday with nwjor 
moasures on the agenda such as 
the school breakfast program, 
military procurement and the 
anticrime bill. 


While House leaders Insist 


they can only schedule business 
as fast as committees approve 
bills, the fact Is that three- and 
four-day-a-week 
sessions cut 


down the time committees can 
have enough members present 
to meat. 


In this atmosphere, the major 


effect of a Johnson speech to 
Congress would probably have 
been a psychological one, to get 
action on parts of his program 
pending In committees. 


But there are signs that Con- 


gress Is becoming more recep- 
tive to the need for programs 
aimed at helping the poor In ur- 
ban slums and rural areas. 


One is the House vote on the 


open-housing bill, 
particularly 


the surprisingly large amount of 
support from younger Republi- 
can congressmen who represent 
predominantly white suburban 
districts. 


It Is this group which has fre- 
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quently In the past year deter* 
mined 
the outcome of fights 


over urban measures, helping 
for example to put over funds 
for the model-cities program 
while sharply cutting back .on 
rent supplements. 


In the Senate, meanwhile, a 


bipartisan coalition handed the 
"establishment" a rare setback 
In rejecting a compromise mon» 
ey bill that cut funds for the im- 
pacted areas school aid pro- 
gram, 
summer jobs and the 


preschool Head Start program. 


While some rurally oriented 


members joined in providing 
the 54-24 majority because of 
opposition to the Impacted areas 
cuts the vote is significant as 
the first one since the assassins- 
tlon of Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. and the resulting riots. 


Even If the House wins the 


fight and the extra money Is 
eventually eliminated, It will 
have been put on notice that the 
Senate Is not going to follow de- 
mands for economy to the point 
of neglecting critical areas. 


This week, a similar fight is 


expected when the Senate votes 
whether to approve its Agricul- 
ture 
Committee's 
porposed 


elimination of a proposed threo- 
year, $96 million extension of 
the school lunch program to 
day care and recreation centers 
throughout the summer months. 


The House approved the new 


program with no effort to cut or 
eliminate It, and initial debate 
Indicates it has strong Senate 
support.
